MacDonald, leader of the British 
Labor party, the chief opposition 
in the Houss of Commons. 
During a debate iust prior to 
the 
adjournment of 
Commons, 
Austen Chamberlain, one of the 
leaders of the Lloyd branch of the 
Liberal party, and a former mem- 
ber of Lloyd Ge,orge's coalition cab- 
inet, attacked the Labor party's 
protest against 
continuation of 


secret diplomacy. "I think the de- 
nunciation of secrecy in diplomacy 
is claptrap," he said. He proceed- 
ed to point out that the Labor 
party does not "Invite the press to 
come and listen to its confidential 
discussions." 


In a recent article in the New 
Leader, a labor publication, Mac- 
Donald pointedly answered Cham- 
borlaln and outlined Labor's idea 
on secret diplomacy. 
"TVhat is known as secret diplo- 
macy U certainly regarded by us as 
ous of the m«jat evil ways of doing 
things," MacDonald said. "Secret 
diplomacy does not mean the tenta- 
tive private soundings and ap- 
proaches that precede an agree- 
ment, but the making of that agree- 
ment and the binding of nations to 
it by three or four persons acting 
on their own responsibility: It is 
the narrowing down of democratic 
responsibilities in all International 
affairs to the duty of passive obe- 
dience to the most concentrated 
and closo-visloned of bureaucra- 
cies; it is the regarding of national 
Interests as a mere game of chess, 
the success of which depends not 
on right but on finesse, and from 
which large impulses and motives 
of public opinion are jealously ex- 
cluded. To stand by this wizened 
survival of mediaeval government 
Mr. Chamberlain and hi* friends 
consider is their duty.

SPAIN'S UPRISING. 


The persistently aggressive Moors have pre 


cipitated a crisis in Spain which may bring 
with it an end to the old Moroccan dispute 
The Spain which has been unwilling to push 
this warfare with sufficient strength to win 
a victory and which has been afraid to incui 
the expenses of such a campaign is now forced 
to make a decision. 


From all accounts the military party in 


King Alfonso's country is insisting that the 
fullest military forces be sent to Morocco and 
the issue be decided once and for all. The 
reports, bearing evidence of being censored, 
say that army posts threaten to revolt unless 
such a policy is promised, 


When the Moors served notice that they 


intended to break the truce, they may have 
pulled their house down over their heads. 
It 


is equally possible thatxthcy will have ousted 
a Cabinet and involved Spain in disturbances 
which will require all of the government's 
attention. 
The Catalonian separatist move- 


ment will be pushed as aggressively so long 
as there is a chance. Labor leaders have been 
arrested for threatening a general uprising and 
in their numbers is a strong force opposed to 
the expedition against the Moors. 


So, while it is being decided whether the 


army, cabinet, or labor groups get the upper 
hand, tha fate of the Moors hangs in the 
balance, and the contagion of European unrest 
has broken out in Spain.

TOO SERIOUSLY. 


The favorite popular concert at 


present is calling everything In th«

"serum." The narcotic drug sco- 
polamin (the same drug that made 
the headlines In "twilight sleep" a 
few years ago) has the effect of 
producing loss of memory, rather a 
lapse or loss of alertness, a state of 
Indifference or unconcern; so it has 
been admiaistere'd to persons under 
suspicion, to' see 
whether they 


would so far forget themselves arid 
their assumed roles or stories as to 
betray their guilt. To call the drug 
"truth serum" Is an Inexcusable In- 
dulgence of the desire for sensa- 
tionalism. 


Serum ia the 
liquid of blood 


minus the corpuscles 
or 
cells. 


Serum from the horse Immunized 
against the poison of diphtheria is 
antldlphtheritlc serum or "anti- 
toxin." Bacterine or "bacterial vac- 
•clnes" are not serums, however. So 
when we read about a new serum 
there Is no telling what the new- 
remedy may be, since so many are 
content to call everything/but pills 
serums. 
• 


Scopalamln Is combined with 


morphine and administered by hy- 
podermic Injection to benumb con- 
sciousness In the method which has 
been'so widely advertised as "twi- 
light sleep," a method, by the way, 
which we were using In suitable 
cases In this country at least ten 
years before the Idea was reim- 
ported from Germany for exploita- 
tion 'here. An Individual fully un- 
der the influence of these drugs is 
drowsy, dull and slow to respond, 
but not unconscious. ' He can re- 
member for only a brief time and 
la likely to forget what he starts 
out to aay, even in replies of two 
or three words. With his memory 
thus Inhibited or in abeyance he 
may, if plied with leading ques- 
tions, let slip something he means 
to keep secret; In mbst instances 
the drug so benumbs consciousness 
that the subjects replies are mum- 
bled and meaningless.

"I have noticed statements In the 


papers to the effect that Japan has 
received a blow from which she will 
not recover for £5 years or more," 
said Butts. 


'*3?hat is probably true as far as 


rebuilding Tokyo and Yokohama Is 
concerned but it does not apply to 
the Japanese nation as a whole. 
Osaka, ill the industrial canter, has 
not been^ affected, and this is true 
also of other manufacturing cities 
and the silk producing districts. 


"I venture to say Japan could 


float a loan today as readily as be- 
fore the 
earthquake. 
-There has 


been practically no depreciation in 
Japanese bond quotations. 


"The only thing I know of that 


might have a tendency to impair 
the national credit ia the destruc- 
tion of the stores of raw silk at 
Yokohama. 
I note that estimates 


are given, placing- this loss at $100,- 
000,000, but I believe that la too 
high. I should say half that sum 
would more nearly correct. 
Also, 


there wero large food warehouses 
at Tokyo, which 
were 
destroyed. 


Beyond these losses, however, 
the 


devastation would have ' no effect 
on the nation, and, ,when It is taken 
into consideration that relief funds 
are pouring 
into Japan from all 


parts of the world, it is safe to say 
that Japan as a nation is in much 
the same pasitlon she was in before 
the disaster."
